DOMESTICS AND STAPLES. 


The wheat ranch of Dr. H. J. 


Glenn, in Colnta county, Cal., is 
perhaps the largest and beet-known, 
in the state. The Chicago Irilmne 
says that on being asked why he 
raised nothing but wheat, Dr. 
Glenn replied: "It IB the only crop 
that will bear transportation; it is 
the only crop not perishable. I 
must not raise on my land what 
ruins me, but what in profitable." 


Dr. Glenn'sranch comprises about 


C0,000 acres of land, and the num- 
ber of acres in wheat each year ran- 
ges between 40,000 and 50,000. 
Reckoning an average of from 20 to 
;t"> bushels to the acre, the aggre- 
k'nte crop each year amounts to 
wuiething more than 
1,000,000 


bushels. This enormous amouut of 
grain requires vast appliances for 
planting and bringing itto-market; 
and the capital invested in machin- 
ery alone sum* up a considerable 
fortune. 


During the harvest time lhere«re 


employed on the entire ranch some 
600 men. Dr. Glenn is general-in 
chief of his force, and the ranch is 
divided, for convenience of opera- 
tions, into nine smaller ranches- 
each with dwelling hoiine, barns, 
blacksmith shop, and other ixeessa- 
ry building?. 
In charge of these 


are seven foremen, under whom are 
sixteen blacksmiths, fourteen car- 
penters, six engineers, six machin- 
ists, five commissaries, and numer- 
ous cooks and servants. The com- 
mon workmen are divided into 
gangs, and detailed where they are 
needed. There are 130 gang-plows, 
00 headers, to which belong 180 
wagons, 6 cleaners, 100 harrows, 18 
seeders, 6 threshers, and 0 engines. 
Besides, there are many smaller in- 
struments and vehicles, which can- 
not be classified. Co-operating with 
their human brethren in the great 
labor are 1,000 work-horses and 
mules, with a kinship of 1,000 
brood mares and younger stock 
which has not yet achieved the dig- 
nity of labor. There are 32 dwel - 
ing houses, 27 barns, 14 blacksmith 
Bhojw, and other structures sufficient

comvent the absolute. From a writer 
much leas frivolous than he ia common- 
ly thoueht to be, Mark Twain, we have 
derived not only by-word*, but oppor- 
tunities for that inextinguishable laugh- 
ter which seems to refresh and renew 
the whole system. If Mark Twain, had 
written nothing but the account of hi* 
purchase of the celebrated Mexican 
plug, and his account of. how he once 
increased the circulation of an agricul- 
tural paper, he would have made his 
mark among the humorists who have 
used the English language. Bret Harte 
ha* supplied nawith the immortal eco- 
nomical reflections of Bill Nye and ha* 
formulated the doubt which we all feel 
in pretence of the Mongolian race, the 
doubt whether tbe Aryan mania not play- 
ed out, ha* not had his innings, aad » on 
the point of following tbe Toltee* into 
the cram of vanithed peoples.

Our fiction owes its most refined 


and elaborate pages to Mr, James and 
Mr. HowelU, our anthropology is under 
• heavy debt to Mr. Bancroft and Sir. 
Morgan, our criticism is sharpened by 
contact with that of half a doxen brill- 
iant writers, and perhaps it is only in 
poetry that we still venture to think, it 
we may use an appropriate expression, 
we have the '-inner tracks.
